Only Five Bodies Recovered from Sl. 
Paul Mine After Six. Days of Her- 
culean Labor—Heartrending Scenes 


HERRY du.) Nov. 19.—Science 
and desperation have greatly | 
checked the fire that snuffed out 
800 lives last Saturday in the St. Paul 
coal mine. Men braved today the 
fire-swept tunnels to bring the dead to 
the surface. 

Charity has poured its aid into the 
homes of the suffering survivors. But 
all of this could not subdue the grief 
of Cherry's inhabitants when the sight 
of the dead, lifted from the tomb, 
blasted their hopes that the inen might 
be rescued alive. 

it has been just six days since fire 
started in a baile of hay and swept 
the bread-winners of this community 
to their doom, and in all that time of 
anxiety only five bodies have been re- 
covered, four today and one last night. 
It is expected that many bedies will 
be recovered tomorrow. More were 
found today, and explorers, working 
deep into the second gallery. were 
forced to flee as they were about to 
bring them out, when falling earth 
and rock endangered the rescuers. 
Miners were put to work tonight in 
the galleries, replacing burned tim- 
bere and clearing obstructions which | 
impede access into the coal veins for 
more than two hundred and fifty feet 
from the main shaft. Beyond this 
point fires stin burn and it will be 
some time before they can be extin- 
guished. 

Iilinois inspectors who have had 
chafge of the attempt to subdue the 
fire and to effect an entrance into 
the mine were satisfied tonight with 
the progress of the work. It was 
more successful than they had expect- 
ed. All except three inspectors left 
for their homes tonight.

They had 
placed two bodies on a stretcher and 
were ready to carry them to the cage 
when a shower of débris came down, 
To the danger of heavy rocks falling 
was added that of crackling timbers, 
which fell in from ‘all sides. The 
men were then 280 feet from the hoist- 
ing shaft. Farther in, they could see 
& great heap of bodies of men, boys 
and mules indiscriminately mixed. 

Leaving behind them the two bodies 
which they had struggled hard to 
reach, the fire fighters rushed to the 
hoisting shaft, where they were re- 
vived. They were brought to the top 
quickly.

Astor, his son Vincent, and a party 
of friends which left Kingston on No- 
vember 5, and which has not since 
been heard from, news today of four 
more vessels -reported as missing in 
the same part of the world gives color 
to the fear that the West Indian hur- 
ricane has taken heavier toll of life 
and ships than was first reported. 

_ The other vessels regarding which 
anxiety ia felt are the Maracaibo of 
the Red D. Une. which salled from 
San Juan, P. R., and was due here 
last Monday: the freighter S. V. Luck- 
enbach, which sailed from New York 
on November 6. bound for San Juan: 
the big Ponce of the New York and 
Porto Rico line, which left San Juan 
November 12, and the Camo of the 
same line, which was due at San Juan 
yesterday. The Maracaibo has not 
been spoken at all. The freighter on 
the other hand, was located by wire- 
less several days ago, when she was 
within fifty miles of her destination, 
but since then she has not been heard 
of. 


OFFICIALS RETICENT. 

The Ponce arrived at Mayaguez two 
weeks ago today, and then went to 
San Juan, arriving at the latter port 
on November 12. Nothing has been 
heard of her since, although every 
effort has been made. The Camo was 
scheduled to arrive at San Juan yes- 
terday, but nothing has been heard 
from her. Officials of the company 
would not talk of the failure to hear 
anything from these steamships, say- 
ing that they would get some word as 
soon as cable communications were 
In an effort to find the Nourmahal, 
the government has swept the entire 
Middie South Atlantic Ocean. Cable- 
Krams have been sent from the Reve- 
nue Cutter Service at Washington to 
all points ‘in the West Indies with a 
view to locating the missing yacht. 
Thus far not a word has been received 
from the vessel. i 

In the view of the officials at Wash- 
ington, the yacht has gone Into some 
obecure harbor to avoid rough 
weather. 

Apprehension in the offices of the 
Astor estate has given away to alarm. 
William A. Dobbin, Col. Astor's sec- 
retary, was found there today, with

and a corps of clerks at hand, plan- 
ning a campaign of inquiry which 
will extend beyond the gone of com- 
munication already established. 

Col. Astor is a methodical business 
man and it was one of his rules to 
keep in touch with his headquarters 
here.

She 
was living in the London residence 
and was attended by Sir Alfred Fripp. 
M. D., surgeon in ordinary to King 
Edward. 
At her pedside were Lady Lister- 
Kays and Miss Emily Yenaga of New 
York, her sister. In her Umess, King 
Edward frequentiy made inquiries con- 
cerning her condition. 
The Dowager Duchess of Manchester 
was the daughter of Antonio Yenaga 
del Valle of Ravenswood, La. and 
Cuba. After the Civil War, Mr. Yenaga 
having lost most of his fortune, moved

nent figure in the social Mte of 
York City. Her weddl 
to the Viscount Ma

tion of the interstate Commerce 

act to obtain reasonableness of 
rates to all, and fairness of practices 
in the operation of interstate rall- 
weys was suggested by George W. 
Wickersham, Attorney-General, in an 
address tonight at the annual banquet 
of the Commercial Club, given in com- 
meémoration of the signing ot the John 
Hay commercial treaty. 

Mr. Wickersham responded to the 
toast, The Interstate Commerce Com- 
Mission.” 

Mr. Wickersham advocated a na- 
tional incorporation law, and said that 
Should such a law demonstrate its 
value, it might be wise ultimately to 
Prohibit State corporations from en- 
gaging in interstate commerce. 

“For the purpose,” said Mr. Wick- 
nam, “of preventing the conflict 
or decisions and delays and uncertain- 
ties in the é¢nforcement of the inter- 
state law which now exists it is pro | 
posed to create a special tribunal to 
be Known as the Commerce Court. in 
Which shall be exclusitely vestéd al! 
the jurisdiction now possessed by the 
hein and District courts, and the 
Circuit Courts of Appeals of the United 
States with respect to the enforcement 
or review of orders and décrees of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS.

“No doubt,” said-he, the Sherman 
act is sufficiently comprehensive to 
destroy stich Monopolies as the hold- 
ing corporation; but at the same time 
that the national government forges 
a weapon to destroy abuses it must 
provide a substitute for those legiti- 
mate enterprises that are equally de- 
pendent for their existence upon thé

ST. LOUIS. Nov. 19.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.! Deputy Coroner Henry Fath 
today ordered that the body of Wil- 
nam J. Erder be exhumed at Fee Fee 
Cemetery in St. Louis county tonight 
and a chemical analysis for traces of 
strychnine be made. 

This action was taken after a con- 
ference with Miss Kate Erder, who 
returned today from Columbus, Neb., 
where she caused the arrest of Mrs. 
Dora Doxey. and Dr. Loren Basco 
Doxey, living there as man and wife, 
on a statutory’ charge. Miss Erder 
identified Mrs. Doxey there as the 
woman who was married to her broth- 
er, William J. Erder, at Clayton, St. 
Louis county, Mo., last April. 

Mrs. Doxey is quoted today at Co- 
lumbus that she was never Erder's 
wife. “Miss Erdef told Deputy Coro- 
ner Fath that she had learned from a 
druggist at Columbus, Neb., that he 
hed mailed strychnine, arsenic and 
other poison to Mre. William J. Erder, 
ft. Louls, before July 10, when Erder 
died: that Mrs. Doxey admitted she 
had given Prader strychnine, but 
claimed it was treatment ordered by a 
physician. 

Dr. Arthur Friedeberg, who attended 
Erder, sald here today that strych- 
nine was adminietéred to Erder 6s a 
heart stimulant, but never in sum 
cient quantity to cause death; that 
Erder’s wife, who nureed Erder ‘in his 
last illness, protested against an au- 
topsy, suggested by physicians as a re- 
sult of Erders relatives’ comments. 

Mies Erder claims Mrs. Doxey was 
married to her present husband five 
years before she met FErder, and that 
while living here with Erder she made 
an alleged trip to Des. Moines, lowa, 
during Which Absence she was seen ity 
Columbus, Neb.. living with Dr. Doxey.

FOR A TIME. 


she was taken before Deputy District 
Attorney McCormick Thursday, and 
accused of having obtained goods un- 
der false pretenses, now seems to have 
existed to a degree in the minds of 
those who were interested in seeing 
her escape prosecution. 

When the details of the case became 
known to Chief of Police Dishman yes- 
terday he immediately ordered that 
she should be placed under arrest and 
prosecuted.

cted by the white man. They have never owned 
kurs or other valuable commodities, and 80 the 
whisky and other traders have always passed them 
by. They are today, as they have been for cen- 
turies, a people sufficient unto themselves, asking 
nothing of us but to be allowed to live their lives 
im their own way. We have it on the authority of 


Dr. J, Walter Fewkes, the eminent archaeologist. | 


who lived with them for years, learned their lan- 
guage and was initiated into all the rites of their 
religion, that they are immeasurably our superiors 
in morality. They do not lie, nor steal, nor slan- 
der, and their Women are almost without exception 
modest and virtuous. Their little fields of maize, 
beans and squashes and their modest flocks ‘of 
sheep Are, as they always have been, sufficient for 
all their needs. 

What little contact the Hopi people have had 
with civilisation has not been of a character to im- 
press them with its desirability. White men have 
stolen their sheep and raided and wantonly de- 
spoiled their gardens. Not so very long ago more 
than three hundred of them died from an outbreak 
of smallpox——died so fast that the living could not 
decently bury them, and the bodies were thrown 


_ over the cliffs by the weeping and terror-stricken 


relatives. A goverkment official had been warned 
when the first person fell ill of the disease, but he 
would neither go himself nor send a physician to 
see if the report was true. A missionary who 
lived among them was instructed by eastern char- 


| itable societies to distribute among his charges the 
quantities of clothing and toys annually sent him. | 


But, instead of doing so, he made the people pay 
for them in rare pieces of their prehistoric and 
modern pottery, and he sold the collection for $5000 
and left the country. Of course they learned about 
this in time and the knowledge did not tend to in- 
crease their liking for the white men's priests. 
The Hopis have never made war upon the 
whites. The only white men they have killed have 
been missionaries. They are probably the most 
deeply religious people in the world. Almost every 
act of their daily life has a religious motive. They 
even Weave prayers into the designs of their bas- 
ketry and paint them on their beautiful pottery. 


As soon as the little children begin to have a glim- 


mer of understanding they begin to teach them to 
love and reverence the gods. They resent any in- 
terference with these teachings; hence their hat 
of missionaries, and of schools especially, is deep 
and bitter and unshakable. What they have most 
resented has been the arbitrary removal of their 
children to non-reservation schools, where the 
young are forced to attend the religious services of 
Christians, It is forbidden to teach religion to our 
children in the public schools, and yet we force it 
upon Indian children in the government schools. 
What a paradox that is! 

“Let us alone. Leave us to tend our flocks and 
gardens, and worship our gods in peace,” is the 
cry of the Hopi people, and in all fairness we 
should heed their prayer. We can do them no 
good. They are still a moral, virtuous, happy com- 
munity of Nature's children, and it is for us to say 
whether they shall remain so or not. They are 
better off without our civilization, for with that 
they must inevitably become tainted with its vices. 


ILL LEOPOLD ABDICATE? . 
The rumor persists at Brussels and extends 
to Paris that the King of the Belgians, Leopold II, 
contemplates abdicating at an early day. In case 
he does the crown will go to his nephew, Prince 
Albert, son of the Duke of Flanders, who died a 
couple of years ago, if we remember correctly. 

Recently Leopold has sold a great amount of his 
wires? treasures formerly kept at the palace at 

russels or in the one at Laeken. He has also 
transported personal effects to Paris, where he 
spends a great deal of his time. Furthermore, it is 
well known that he has purchased a great deal of 
property in the French capital, and everything 
points to his intention of making that his home if 
he should abdicate. 

The abuses in the administration of the Congo 
have deeply wounded the Belgian people. The 
scandals surrounding the private life of the King 
have kept running sores in the hearts of the Bel- 
gians for many years past. Some five years ago 
the work of transforming the royal palace at Brus- 
sels was undertaken at public expense. A certain 
sum of money Was appropriated for the purpose, 
but in the changes made in the royal home many 
times the amount of the appropriation was spent 
at the King’s personal instance. There was a good 
deal of chafing on the part of the government of- 
ficials at the time, but the King’s, masterful spirit 
overruled all objections and the people had to 
stand for his somewhht extravagant whims. The 
old palace when this transformation began was no 

reat thing in the way of a royal home. Belgium

Few people in the world make 
a better shift to, live under so many difficulties 
than these Belgians. Naturally they feel the pres- 
sure of excessive taxes, and are more or less re- 
sentful at the Kings extravagance.

a great deal for thé Belgians themselves. 
ital, Brussels, is cne of the most beautiful cities in 
the world. It is increasing in population and 
wealth very rapidiy, and the Beigians themselves 
are conscious that with all his faults Leopold has 
been a very large factor in all this good work. 

The rumors about his abdication have gone far 
enough almost to fix a limit of time. There is to 
be an international exposition at Brussels, to open 
next May. Leopold hates official functions, King 
though he is. The fact is, he is a man of little 
ceremony and with no particular reapect for tra- 
ditions nor love for functions. It is intimated that 
the abdication may come very suddenly 
hastened by Leopold's aversion to state dinners, set 
speeches and ali the fanfare that usually accom- 
panies an international exposition. 

The King’s wealth is counted by millions. He is 
at daggers’ points with all the members of his own 
immediate family, all daughters. The unmartied 
Princess Clementina will not live in the royal pal- 
ace, but has betaken herself to Southern. Europe, 
where, apparently, she has set up a menage of her 
own. The married Princess has been recently 
making inquiries in Germany as to what loans 
might be obtained from German bankers on an in- 


heritance coming to a European Princess, which is 


assumed to amount to about $25,000,000. The in- 
quiry carried the point whether the King of the 
Belgians under the laws of the kingdom could, if 
he wished, disinherit one of his daughters. The 
German bankers through their lawyers made 
answer that the King could not separate his daugh- 
ters from their share in his fortune in case of his 
death, and offered to lend the divoreed Princess a 
on her expectations. 

The King's hostility to his daughters is a species

IFTEEN HUNDRED PER FAMILY. 
The county of Riverside contains about 
4,500,000 acres of land, all told. Fifty thousand 
acres are under irrigation, and probably two-thirds 
of the whole area is more or less rough mountain 
country. 

The population of the county is at this time 
probably about 35,000. Most of these people live 
upon the irrigated lands or in the city of River- 
side, sustained by this irrigated area. 

The annual production of wealth, according to 
the figures of the county statistician for the eur - 
rent year, reaches $10,500,000. This is about $300 
for each inhabitant in the county, or $1200 to $1500 
for each family. Most of this wealth is produced 
from the 50,000 acres of irrigated land. 

The county produced something over 2,500,000 


boxes of oranges in the last crop, and these sold 


for $3,644,635. The lemon crop added to this 
$878,229, making for the combined citrus fruit crop 
an income for the people of $4,522,864. Green 
9 and vegetables raised these figures to 54, 
728,032. 

All the wealth did not come from the irrigated 
lands, for the hay and grain crops were worth 
over $2,000,000. A good deal of the dairy product 
did come from the alfalfa on irrigated lands, and 
brought in nearly $500,000. 

Out of the total income a, little over $1,000,000 
was for manufactured products, in which clays and 
the products of quarries were a very large factor. 

The assessed value of the county is just a little 
less than $64,000,000. The county spent $113,000 
on roads during the last year, and the figures 
show that the 50,000 acres of irrigated land are 
served by a total of 130 miles of canals and pipes, 
and that these are worth over $5,000,000. There 
ure 2,329,648 fruit trees in the county, and 4200 
acres of grapevines. 


The irrigated land, which covers so very small 


a section of the territory, carried all the citrus 


fruit orchards, All the alfalfa meadows, a good deal 


of the vineyard lands and also of the deciduous 
fruit trees. Of the $10,000,000 added to the wealth 
of the county in the past year, nearly half came 
from the fruit trees and vines in the county, and 
a good deal uf the value credited to hay, also to 
dairying, came from the 50,000 acres of irrigated 
lands. It is safe to say that these 50,000 acres 
under irrigation produced close to three-quarters 
of all the wealth of the county for the year past. 


APAN’S HELP TO KOREA. 
The task of internal reform which Japan has 
embarked upon in Korea is not restricted to such 
negative reforms as that of judicial administre- 


tion, the immedlate aim of which is the removal 


of wrongs suffered by the people; but it includes 
positive undertakings of extensive scope, promising 
to be a potent leaven in the moral uplifting of the 
Koreans and the promotion of their material well- 
being. As the depleted treasury of Korea is not 
able to cope with such undertakings, explains K. 
K. Kawakami, in the Pacific Monthly, Japan has 
made a loan of 10,000,000 yen (yen==60 cents.)

Owners of the famous old Murphy 
timber lands, State of Durango, are 
Interested with the National Railways 
of Mexico in the projected buil.ing of 
sixty-three miles of standard gauge 
railroad to connect 4heir forests with 
the main lines of the government mer 
ger system. In this section of the re- 
public there are uncounted milicus 
of feet of finest timber, of no immed!- 
ate available value, because of its in- 
accessibility and lack of transporta- 
tion fadilities. Heavily. interested in 
the timber tracts and the railway un- 
dertaking are’*Edward Hartmann 
Durango and Pimental Bros. and Joa- 
quin Casasus of Mexico City. A lum- 
ber company of Dallas, Tex.. owns 
260,000 acres of timber in the same 
neighborhood. Other well-known tim- 
ber domains in the vicinity are the 
Llano Grande, of 25,000 acres, owned 
by Oklahomd capitalists: the Pracitas, 
30,000 acres; the San Manuel and the 
San Luis. j 

EK. O. Faulkner, manager of the tie 
and timber department of the Santa 
Fé Railroad, has made a recent in- 
spection of a big lot of ties furnished 
the Tampico division of the Mexican 
Central Railroad nearly five years ago. 
The ties came from various sections 
of the United States, some havi 
been treated with creosote import 
from Europe. and others ‘with crude 
oil from the United States, similar to 
the Mexican product found near Tam- 
pico. They were a mixed lot of Texas 
pine, New Mexico pine, red oak, sweet 
gum, beach and Oregon fir. 

There are feW places on the con- 
timent, and none in the United States, 

‘here a more severe test of tie en- 

urance could be made. and the Santa 
Fé expert was gratified to find ihe 
assortment had held up well against 
traffic and climate, attributing the suc- 
cers of the trial to the process of oi! 
treatment used. Mexico presents the 
anomaly of a land teeming with finest 
hardwoods in incalculable quantities, 
and yet importing much of her railway 
timbers from the United Stater. The 
explanation. as a rule, is the ‘ong 
time required to deliver necessary tim- 
hers from isolated and hard-to-reach 
forest regions. 

The Santa Fé has planted 1500 acres 
in Southern California, in eucalyptus, 
expecting ‘that in twenty years the 
trees will have attained sufficient sue 


hej to supply ties at the rate of six each. 


They are set out in rect ular spaces, 
Ins feet in sige, 1100 to the acre, mak- 
ing the first planting 1.650.000 trees. 
The annual thinning process afford 
a substantial supply of fence posts, tele- 
phone poles, and like timbers, leaving 
the largest and best for ties.
